Some members 
oppose this plan, as the contention Is 
that the church would still be an old 
one. 

Aside from the undetermined ques- 
tion of building j. new church, tbe 
location can oot be decided on. Many 
members want a new church erected 
at the present site, asserting thst It 
will be better located. Other mem- 
bers want a new church built In the 
western part of the city. Several ex- 
cellent locations have been suggested 
»s spproprlate for the new church. 
Still another plan advanced Is for tbe 
present church building to be in- 
creased In size, while a new church 
la built In the western section of the 
city. 

The difficulty of seating the congre- 
gations has reached the officers of the 
church, and doubtless something will 

be done in the near future. At spe- 
cial services, and frequently at tha 
regular services, It has been neces- 
sary to place chairs In the aiales to 
seat congregation, while others have 
been turned away, owing to the lack 
of aeatlng facilities. The placing of 
chairs ln the aisles Is disapproved by 
the offlc» r* of the church, a* in ca*e 
of a panic or fire It would Interfere 
with the egress of the members.

THE kind of bulldlncs n 
the fnrm. their arrauKement 
and location and the kind of 
material to make them of are 
problem* tlmt often |>erplex the farm- 
er who la Juat atnrtlux out to Improve 
hla place. No attempt will be mode 
here to Klre any ape^lDc plana, alnce 
the litiltdliiK* muat be coustrurled to 
meet the varying- re<|ulreineuta of dif- 
ferent farma and the atill more vary- 
Iuk Meaa of the owners. A fetv au*{. 
geatlons, however, may help to aolve 
some of the most troul.l.m.iuc Imildiug 
problems. 

Aside from the house, which will be 
couafclered In the next article, the 
moat Important farm l.undlin: Is the 
barn This la usually built as a shel 
ter for the cows, homes and young 
calve* and to provide a storage place! 
for buy. The barn should not be lo- 
cated near enough to the house so that 
the odor will he obje. tlonable nor too 
far ii way, as this makes too many ex- 
tra steps. About 300 feet la a

houae, aa they should be. 

The basement type of barn, though 
In uau to some extent. Is not very pop- 
ular, even on farms where It ran be 
easily btillt. The lower |«rt Is damp 
and dark, and It rs difficult to atvure 
proper drainage. These diNadvantaKes 

barn entirely above ground on a aolld 
foundation, on many farms there are 
plerSy of •nlKuerheads." which can be 
used aa foundation material The floor 
should be of cement throughout. Tbe 
cost Is but lit 1 1 ■ more than that or a 
wooden floor, and It will Uat several 
time* aa long. A cement floor la cold 
and for thia reaami ahould be kept 
well )>edded. If this I" done there ran 
tie little objection to this kind of a 
floor, even for horsca. although some 
horse on ner* pre fer to rover the ce- 
meut with a falae floor of plank. 

The rem.'iliider of the bam may lie 
built of seve/al different materials, of 
whlrh wood. In spite of It* advanc-ttiR 
price. Is still the cheupest and most 
convenient. Next In order come ce- 
ment atbejja and tile l.rlrk. When lant- 
Ing qualltle* are take n Into ronsldera- 
are even preferable to wood. 
Iilngle roof I* very mtisfuc- 
thoiiKh one of the many kinds 
of prepared rooting may be substitut- 
ed at a aavliiK In cost and will proba- 
bly Inst Just uh long. In form the hip 
roof Is the be«t. aa It coata but little 
more and 3dd* i onslderably to tbe ca- 
pacity of the haymow. The plan of 
having the hiiy come down to tbe 
ground In the < • -liter of the barn Is not 
economical of fpare and I* Untile to 
cause the gar* la spread. It Is better 

to obtain II itra hay room needed 

by making the sides a little higher. 

A small room In the barn which con 
he uaed a* a workshop for repairing 
tools, harnen and doing other "rainy 
day Job*" will be found ver 

It is always best to have tbe 
face to ths outside. Thia glvea them 
lietter light atid ventilation and keep* 
tha atable walls from getting splat- 
tered nl'li manure. If tbe bam Is 
located on a knoll where water from 
aurroiindiin: grouud cannot flow down 
around It anil provision la made for 
carrying sway the water from the 
roof, Utile further drainage will be 
needed II Is wasteful to allow the 
liquid immure to drain away and be 
lost, and It causes unnecessary work 
to drain It Into a mnnure pit and kael 
It to the placea where it la needed 
In a water tight wagou. A inii'li 
better P*I* is to use bedding enough to 
absorb It all. There will always be 
plenty of this at hand In the form of 
straw, shredded fodder and spoiled 
bay. By thia plan all the fertilizing 
value of tbe Hqtati manure will lie 
saved with a small amount of work. 

A litter carrier or a wheelbarrow Is 
l great help In cleaning out the 
Bt.-il.les When u litter carrier Is used 
the manure spreader may be left 
standing iu the yard and filled direct 
from tbe carrier. Whenever It gets 
full the manure may be hauled out 
and spread where It Is most needed 
In this way it ruaehe* the tieUle with a 
small amount of loss. 

A point that should be looked after 
In tbe construction of the barn, and 
one that ta too often neglected, la pro 
vision for stifflcient light. Not only 
doea plenty of llaht make the barn a 
more convenient place to work, but It 
also keep* the iuk healthier by ells 
cotiraglng the growth of bartcrln. The 
horse stable especially abould be well 
lighted, sluce horses are liable to bare 
their sight Injured by being kept in a 
dark barn. 
Alot.* w'th llgbt aboald come plenty 
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of ventilation. By having tbe windows 
swing Inward from tbe top and provid- 
ing :r. angular board* to close the open- 
ing! at the aide* the incoming c urrent 
of fresh ah* will be directed upward 
against the ceiling and distributed 
•vet the stable without causing a draft. 
Cupolas may be placed ou the roof to 
carry off tbe impure air. A c baa pa r 
method is to leave aotne of tha rafters 
unboxed at tbe lower cude. 

lu case there are innuy dairy cows or 
young annual* to be fed a silo la al- 
most a nareaiHj. It abould be located 
at tbe end of the bnru nearest the cow 
stable lu order to leaaen tbe work of 
feeding. Hy leaving tha yard for tbe 
jouug cattle c lose to tbe alio they cau 
be fed from It with little extra work. 

A silo aixteen feet iu diameter and 
thirty feel high is about tbe right size 
for a 10u u<re farm. The diutueter 
abould always be small enough so that 
two or three iuc he* can be fed off tbe 
top each day. This Insures fresh silage 
all tbe time. The greater number of 
alio* In use at present are made of 
wooden ataves. These are cheap, and 
If a gocal cjuallty of wood is Bead they 
will la&t a long time. Cement and 
brick siloa are iirnetlcally iudestruetl 
ble, but are rather expenalve. A new 
type of silo that Is proving very satis- 
factory Is made of hollow building tile. 
This material is as cheap aa staves and 
laata aa long a* cement. 

For the- young stock, fattening rattle 
and sheep cheap abeds furnish ample 
ahelter. Tbeso can be made of com- 
mon boards well batte ned, with strong 
cedar post* fur a framework. The roof 
abould be water tight. A twelve foot 
opening on I lie south Till answer tbe 
purpose of a door. 

These sheds should be on high, well 
drained ground and must he kept well 
bedded. When thia la done they are 
fully as good aa a more expensive 
shelter A separate lambing bouae 
will, of course, have to be provided for 
the ewes as spring approaches. 

For the man who ^ making a spe- 
cialty of bogs the "colony aystem" of 
bog bouse* i* protnbly tha best For 
the- average farmer, however, tbe extra 
amount of work which this system In- 
volves more than outweighs lta advau- 
tagea of cleanllnesa, freedom from dls 

ease* and keepiug cue hog* lie kuiulier 

bunches. On most farms the central 
hog house comes nearest to meeting 
tbe recpilrement*. Along with It a few 
Individual houses are convenient for 
hauling around to the stubble and clo- 
ver fields or other places where the 
bogs may happen to be located 

Little pigs need a great deal of aun 
light, and this, together with the lia- 
bility of bogs to become diseased, j 
makes >t lm|>er*t[ve that the hog bouse 
be provided with plenty of windows 
By running It north and aoutb and hav 
Ing a row of pens on eae h side each 
pen will receive an eemal amount of 
sunshine. When- the building faces 
the aoutb the north row of |s?ns does 
not receive ita ahare of sunlight, and 
the outside yards on the north of tb. 
house are almost always shaded aud 
cold. 

The floor, like that of the barn, abould 
lie of cement. It la a g<a*l plan to ex 
tend It out about twenty feet on each 
side to make feeding BOOTS where the 
hogs iau lie fed and watered without 
getting lu tbe mud. Hy havlug all pen 
and yard partition.- um\sl>le tbey can 
lie arranged for sows and litters or for 
fattening a wine, aa needed, a feed 
room lu oue end of the building where 
grain cau be stored ami feed mixed Ufi 
U u great convenience. 

A corncrlb should be l.sated close ta 
one end of the feeding tles.re. ao aa to 
save work when hogs are fattening. If

Washington. Feb. 18. — Any attack 
made hereafter on the lock type ot 
the Panama canal, according to the 
opinion expressed by President Roose 
velt In his message on the report 
maJe by the engineers who recently 
visited the canal tone wlih President 
elect Taft "Is In reality merely an at 
tack upon the policy of building any 
canal at all." The report. In Mr 
Roosevelt's opinion, "show* in clear- 
eat fashion that the congress were 
wise In the position they took and It 
would be an inexcusable folly to 
change from the proposes lock canal 
to a sea level canal." 

<Yttici»ni Out >n order. 
"I commend to you," he say* to 
congress, "the most careful consid- 
eration of the report. They ahow 
that the only criticism that can be 
made of the work on the isthmus la 
that there ha« sometimes been al- 
most an excess of caution In provid- 
ing against posalb'e trouble. As to 
the Oatun dam Itself they show that 
not only Is the Jam aafe, but on the 
whole the plan aiready adopted would 
make It necessarily high and strong 
and accordingly they recommend that 
the height De reduced by 20 feet, 
which change In the plans I have ac- 
cordingly directed." 

Preoldent Roo#evelt says that the 
engineers who made the report "are 
of a!! the men in their profession 
within or without the United State*, 
the men who are on the whole beat 
qualified to fata upon ftgaj vfry 
quettlons which they examined."

The engineers' reports as to the 
Oatun earth dam waa the central 
■>olnt Of discussion; they gave it, 
under Instructions from Mr. Taft. 
first consideration in the light of all 
new evidence" and they add. "that 
the type of dam now under construc- 
tion I* one which meets with unani- 
mous approval." 

They say they are "satisfied that 
there wiil be no dangerous or objec- 
tionable seepage through the ma- 
terial* under the base of the dam; 
nor are they so soft as to be liable 
to be pushed aside by the weight of 
the prop I dam sb as to cause dan- 
gerous settlement. We are alio sal- 
aried that the materials available and 
which It is proposed to use are suit- 
able and can be readily placed to 
form a tight, stable and permanent 
dam." 

Dams and lock*, lock gate* and all 
other engineering structures Involved 
In the lock canal project are "feasi- 
ble and safe." according to the engi- 
neer*, "and they can be depended 
upon to perform with certainty their 
rc»poctlve functions." 

Lock <TaBu;l the Best. 
They report that they "do not find 
any occasion for changing the type 
of canal that has been adopted. A 
I bangs to »ea level plan at the pre* 
ent time weird add greatly to the 
cost and time of construction, with- 
out compensating advantage, either 
In capacity of the canal or In aafety 
It navigation, and hence would be a 
public misfortune. 

"We do And." they *ar. "In the 
detailed designs that have been adopt 
*d or that are under consideration 
some matters where other arrange- 
ments than tho»e now could se 
worthy of study. A* these propo»ed 
changes sre of a tentative nature and 
do not In any ease affect the main 
questions herein discussed they are 
not taken up In this report." 
Oatun Dam All Bight. 
They declare that the "most prac- 
tical question in the construction of 
the Oatun dam is the possible slip- 
ping and sliding of the materials un
